One cou nt revealed that only three 
members were present and the p ro­ 
ceedings were intrru pted for abou t 
half an hou r u ntil the fou rth cou ncil­ 
man arrived. 
With seven members 
fou r are requ ired for a qu oru m. 
At 
one time the situ ation became so 
acu te (u sing a term that is frequ ently 
seen in connection with the national 
situ ation) that an eye was kept on 
each cou ncilman in the room to p re­ 
vent him from escaping down' the 
hallway. 
When the time came for calling the 
meeting to order there were bu t fou r 
cou ncilman present— Rookstroh, Ley, 
Ahlbrand and M u rray. 
Hodapp was 
in New Albany on accou nt of the ill­ 
ness of a relative, Andrews was in 
bed sick with the grip and Steinwedel 
was detained. A fter the rou tine bu si­ 
ness had been transacted and the 
cou ncil was abou t ready to take u p 
the light franchise on second read ­ 
ing Ahlbrand stepped from the room. 
Nothing was thou ght of his absence 
for a few minu tes bu t later it was 
fou nd that he was not in the bu ilding. 
A fter his departu re there were bu t 
three members left and the proceed­ 
ings were halted for lack of a qu oru m. 
M ayor Ross left the chair and con­ 
ferred with City Attorney Kasting.

The national song of the French, 
the “Marseillaise,” 
was composed 
by Rouget de Lisle, a captain of 
engineers 
quartered 
at 
Strasburg 
when the volunteers of the Bas Rhein 
received orders to join Luckner’s 
army. 
They had no music, but at the 
suggestion of Dietrich, the mayor of 
Strausburg, De Lisle composed this 
song on the night of April 24, 1792. 
It was subsequently sung in Marseil­ 
les with immense success, hence its 
name. 
The song as it stands is the 
greatest revolutionary hymn in the 
world. 
The French government re­ 
cently transferred the body of Rou­ 
get de Lisle (who suffered imprison­ 
ment for hi- revolutionary opinion^ 
during his lifetime, to the Palace des 
Invalides with great pomp and cere­ 
mony. 
The music of ‘Deutschland uber 
alles” was 
written by Hayden in 
1797. 
The present words were not 
written until 1841, by Hoffman von 
Fallersleben. 
At the time Germany 
was not united into an empire as it 
is to-day. 
The “Wacht am Rhein” was writ­ 
ten by Max Seheckenberger, an ob- 
>cure 
Swabian merchant, and the 
music was by Carl Wilhelm. 
The 
song 
became 
popular during 
the 
Franco-German war. 
The national hymn of Austria was 
composed by Hayden and is known 
as the “Emperors Hymn.” 
The word- of the “Star-Spangled 
I Banner” were written by Frances 
Scott *Key, an American prisoner on 
a 
British man-o’-war 
during the 
bombardment of Fort McHenry in 
1814. 
The melody is an old English 
drinking song. 
The words of “Yankee Doodle" 
| were 
probably written 
by a 
Dr. 
Shuckburg, a surgeon in the „French 
and Indian wars. 
Halliday, the an­ 
tiquarian, asserts the melody is de­ 
rived from a chant used in the Italian 
churches 
of the 
twelfth century. 
It is well known that the song was 
a vintage song in France and Spain, 
¡and a -ong of the reapers in Holland. 
It is also said to be founded on a jig 
of 1745, known a s “Kitty FishePs 
Jig.” The Caveliers are said to have 
used it in ridicule of Cromwell just 


as the British used it against the 
Americans. 
The origin of ‘America”—the tune 
of “God Save the King" in England 
and “Ileil dir im Sieges Kranz 
in 
Germany—i> in doubt, though it is 
often ascribed to Dr. John Bull, an 
Englishman. 
It is also ascribed to 
Henry Carey. 
The 
Russian 
national 
anthem, 
“God Protect the Czar,” is one of 
the most majestic of hym ns. 
It was 
composed by Colonel Alexis, an of­ 
ficer in the Rusian army, in 182, to 
words by the poet Jonkowsky. 
It 
L probably the only inspired national 
song ever “written to order."

THE SPIRIT OF LIFE. 
Rom. 8:12-30. 


GULDEN TEXT.—As man y as are led by the Sp irit o f Go d , these 
are so n s o f Go d .—Ro m. 8 :1 4 . 


After a lesso n o u Penteco st and Fe- 
ter’s first sermo n such a chapter as 
Ro mans v iii seems to be an appro pri 
ate study , fo r in it the Spirit is men­ 
tio ned nineteen times in co nnectio n 
wdth co nv ersio n, the daily life o f the 
believ er and the redemptio n o f o ur 
bo dies at the resurrectio n o f the just. 
The epistle begins with a statement 
by the apo stle, as a serv ant o f J esus 
Christ, that he was separated into the 
go spel o f Go d co ncerning His So n, J e­ 
sus Christ o ur Lo rd, who was with 
po wer declared to be the So n o f Go d 
by His resurrectio n fro m the dead (1. 
1-4). 
He said that this go spel was the 
po wer o f Go d unto salv atio n to ev ery 
o ne that believ eth, that it made him 
debto r to all who had no t heard it, 
that he was ready to giv e it to all and 
that he was no t ashamed o f it (i, 14- 
16). 
In the fo llo wing chapters he de­ 
clares plainly that all, witho ut ex cep­ 
tio n, are guilty befo re Go d and canno t 
be sav ed by try ing to be go o d o r do 
go o d, but may be justified freely by 
grace thro ugh the redemptio n that is 
in Christ J esus (ill. 9 -24; iv , 1-7, 19 -25; 
v , 1-11; v i, 23). 
Then in o ur lesso n 
chapter, 
beginning 
with 
“ no 
co n­ 
demnatio n” and ending with “ no sep­ 
aratio n” because o f the lo v e o f Go d 
which is in Christ J esus o ur Lo rd, he 
sets fo rth mo re fully the benefits o f 
this great redemptio n to ev ery believ er 
and to the who le creatio n. The who le 
chapter sho uld be studied, o initing 
no ne o f it 
The phrase “ In Christ J esus” (v erses 
1, 2, 39 ) seems to me to be the key 
to the who le chapter. 
No thing mo re 
is necessary , no thing less will suffice, 
fo r salv atio n o r fo r the daily life o f 
tho se who are sav ed. 
(Gal. v , 0; v i, 
15; Eph. 11, 10, 13; 111, 13). 
The carnal 
mind, the flesh, the natural man, can 
nev er be impro v ed so as to be fit fo r 
the presence o f Go d, and, altho ugh It 
remains In us after we beco me “ In 
Christ” we nre under no o bligatio n to 
it and sho uld hav e no co nfidence in 
it, but co ntinually , pray erfully and per 
sistently recko n it dead in the po wer 
o f the Ho ly Spirit (chapter v i, 11; v li, 
24, 25; v iii, 1-14; I Co r. Ix , 27; II Co r. 
iv , 10, 11; PhlL HI, 3). 
By the Spirit 
and the Wo rd we are bo rn again J ust 
as in the beginning o f the Bible reco rd 
the light sho ne In the darkness (Gen 
i, 2, 3; II Co r. iv , C), and o nly by the 
same Spirit and Wo rd can we liv e 
the life o f a child o f Go d (J o hn v i, 63; 
x v ii, 17). The Spirit alway s wo rks by 
the Wo rd and thus bears witness to 
the believ er. The witness o f the Spirit 
is no t a feeling, an emo tio n, an ex peri­ 
ence, but Is simply a resting unwav er­ 
ingly o n what the Spirit sa.v s to us in 
His wo rd. 
Co mpare lesso n v erse 10 
and J o hn 1, 12, and see my tract o n 
“ The Witness o f the Spirit" 
Hav ing receiv ed the Lo rd J esus it 
Is o ur priv ilege to kno w, o u the autho r 
lty o f the infallible wo rd o f Go d, that 
we hav e beco me children o f Go d, heirs 
o f Go d and jo int heirs with J esus 
Christ, hav e no w eternal life and can 
nev er perish (v erses 16. 17; J o hn x . 
28). 
While this assurance is no t e* 


sentlai to salv atio n, it is necessary in 
o rder to liv e the life o f v icto ry that 
will glo rify Go d. 
As the redeemed o f 
the Lo rd we hav e beco me so ldiers o f 
J esus Christ and are ev er In a great 
co nflict with the wo rld, the flesh and 
the dev il, so there will be much to en­ 
dure in the way o f trial as well as much 
to do in the way o f serv ice, but the 
way is all prepared fo r us and also the 
wo rks we are to do . 
(II Tim. ii, 3, 
4 ; 
Eph. v i, 10-18; ii, 10; Rev . Ii, 10; Phil. 
1, 29 .) Go d the Father, So n and Spirit 
are all fo r us (v erses 20, 31, 34). 
All 
things are wo rking to gether fo r o ur 
go o d, to make us mo re like Him who se 
witnesses we are, and we are assured 
that all we can po ssibly need is freely 
giv en to us in Christ (v erses 28, 29 , 32). 
We shall no t be the o v ereo mers that 
we sho uld be in the pro cess o f being 
killed all the day lo ng (v erse 36; Ps. 
x liv , 22) unless we lay to heart o ur 
lesso n v erses 18 to 25. 
There Is real 
suffering with Christ, no t fo r o ur sal­ 
v atio n, but in serv ice and fello wship, 
fo r ev ery believ er, and we will no t 
triumph in the co nflict no r endure 
patiently unless we hav e ev er befo re 
us the glo ry o f His kingdo m, which 
we nre to share with Him. The who le 
creatio n is gro aning, and nev er be­ 
fo re so sev erely as no w (May , 19 15). 
and there will be no permanent deliv ­ 
erance until the time o f the manifes­ 
tatio n o f the so ns o f Go d—that is, the 
time o f o ur co ming with Christ In His 
glo ry to set up o n earth His kingdo m 
o f righteo usness and peace. 
It is true 
that if we are “ in Christ” we are no w 
children o f Go d, but no t until we meet 
Him in the air shall we kno w the full 
meaning o f ado ptio n, the redemptio n 
o f o ur bo dy (v erse 
23 and 1 J o hn HI. 1, 
2: see also Co l. iil, 4; Rev . ill. 21; v , 9 , 
10). 
We gro an while we wait fo r the 
redeemed bo dy at Ills co ming to the 
air fo r us. 
The who le creatio n gro ans 
while it waits fo r Ills co ming with us 
to deliv er It fro m its lo ng bo ndage 
o f 
lln and suffering (v erses 19 -23). 
All thin gs nre no t wo rking fo r o ur 
co mfo rt, but fo r o ur present and eter­ 
nal go o d In His sight, and all is be­ 
cause o f His lo v e fro m which no th 
ing can separate us (v erses 38. 39 ). 
If 
w’e co uld see the glo ry which awaits 
us and fo r which He is fitting us by 
the all tilings we wo uld be mo re will­ 
ing to bear all 
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Baggage and Light Hauling.
